Public  Hearing  on  DASH  Service  Changes 


CCA  has  been  working  to  expand  the  routes  and  hours  of  the  L.A.  Department  of 
Transportation’s  (LADOT)  DASH  bus  service.  DASH  provides  frequent, 
inexpensive  bus  service  in  Downtown  and  27  other  neighborhoods  across  the 
City. 

As  Downtown  has  expanded  from  a  jobs  hub  into  a  vibrant  24/7  destination  with  a 
large  residential  population,  DASH  has  not  kept  pace.  CCA  has  advocated  for 
nighttime  service  and  new  or  extended  routes  in  rapidly  growing  neighborhoods 
like  the  Arts  District  and  South  Park. 


This  week,  the  Los  Angeles  City 
Council  confirmed  the  appointment  of 
Frank  Bush  as  the  General  Manager  for 
the  Department  of  Building  and  Safety. 
Frank  is  a  veteran  of  the  department 
and  has  helped  numerous 
developments  to  get  built.  He  is  deeply 
knowledgeable  about  City  and  State 
building  regulations  and  has  an 
incredible  can-do  attitude.  While  serving 
as  the  Assistant  General  Manager  with 
the  former  General  Manager  Ray  Chan, 
Frank  helped  transform  the  department 
into  the  City’s  most  proactive  and 
customer-friendly. 


On  Monday,  August  22nd,  LADOT  will  be  holding  a  public  hearing  in  Downtown 
about  its  potential  changes  and  additions  to  DASH  service.  Once  hearings  around 
the  city  end,  LADOT  will  give  a  list  of  recommended  changes  to  the  City  Council 
for  approval.  This  is  the  Downtown  community’s  chance  to  be  heard  about  how 
DASH  can  better  serve  the  area.
